Drawings 



The proposed drawing correction and/or the proposed substitute sheets of 
drawings, filed on December 6, 2001 have been disapproved because they introduce 
new matter into the drawings. 37 CFR 1 .121 (a)(6) states that no amendment may 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of an application. The original disclosure does 
not support the showing of the detailed structural rendering of the two stage 
compressor. The examiner would suggest a schematic representation of the 
compressor. 

Additionally, according to 37 CFR 1 .173 (3) a figure which is canceled must be 
surrounded by brackets and identified as canceled. Therefore any new representation of 
the compressor should be added as a new figure and the specification amended 
accordingly. 



The amendment filed December 6, 2001 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 
because It introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: the two stage 
compressor has two rotating discs. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action.
